COLONIAL ENTERPRISES. 

To thé Editor of the Gara Main.” 
aa Hopgkong, Fan. 19, 1877. 
Srn,—I had hoped that the bitter lessons 
of the past had tanght our colonists expe- 
rience, and that the fingers burned in med- 
‘dling with joint stock companies were atill 
too sore, to warrant a belief that they: 
would be thrust between the bars again yet 
awhile. But '1 regret to see that the de- 
mon of speculation is abroad again, and 
that it appears to be in contemplation to 
withdraw more of our diminished capital 
for thewbenefit of London, foundriés and 
wianufactarers, The system of founding 
industrial enterpriees by joint stock com-. 
panies is a pernicious one, and thoroughly 
unsound. ; in fact, according to the.rules: of 
mercantile usage, rotten to the very core, 
Wherever it has beén tried it has resulted 
in heavy loss, and in this Colony in utter 
ruin, You will quite understand that I 
refer aolely to industrial enterprises, not t 
banking institutions, insurance companies, 
or trading schemes, These are merely 
mercantile transactions on a large- scale, 
Tho capital there invested {s used in barter 
and traffic, it is not sunk in dead stook or 
unrealizable material; If not placed out 
on security likely to yield advantages, it 
remains in hand at the disposal of its pro- 
prictors. But experience bas shown that’ 
the most successful, eventually, o! om 
facturing or rathor industrial schomes have 
been compelled in their infancy to pass 
‘through: bitter and trying ordeals, which 
the machinery of a Stock Company and the 
material of which ite shareholders are usu- 
ally composed render it very unit to copo 
with, When by careful management and 
practical knowl<dge a really excellent in- 
ventioa, material or scheme has been pas 
tiently worked np, perhaps, for years with- 
out apy return on the outlay, and has at 
last been brought fairly before the world 
and ‘recognised ap & success, capital may 
then be advantageously noed in developing 
itand extending its ce and this 
the joint stock system is in a position’ to 
supply, But 1 do not remember a single 
cas: in which an enterprise of this kind 
originated on a joint stock Oompany 
fonndation ever sucaveded, | ;
